And a faithfull perſon go⸗ 
eth cieane thꝛough death, to the right 
life, as our Loꝛd Chꝛiſt againe witneſs 
ſcth, John 5. where he ſaith thus, Verity 
verily I ſay vnto you, he that beareth 
worde, A beleeueth N him that bath ſent 
me, he hath euerlaſting life, and ſhall not eu- 
ter into indgement, but he paſſeth through 
death ro life. There doe pou ſee what is 
necelfarie fo2 you: pea, pou ſhall eſcaps 
the ludgement of God, ouercome death, 
and 
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And iniop euerlaſting life: namelp, fo 
heare Cods woꝛd (as Chiſte ſaith) and 
belteue the ſame. It requireth no great 
cunning, wiſedome, ſtrength; might, 
liueland, and preparation, to ouerctome 
death, but this ouercomming, victoꝛie, 
o2 triumphe, is in theſe two pointes, to 
heare and to belceue. 

Surelp, my thinketh, this is a mar⸗ 
uellous victoz ie, that a pe, wzetched, 
weake, and ſicke man, that by reaſon of 
weakeneſſe, can ſcant moue hande noz 
fote, can ouertome ſo great a giant, as 
death onely, with a Ch2iſttanltke hea⸗ 
ring, anda belemang heart. But thus 
can Chziſt auenge him ſelfe vpon ſuche 
a ſtrong enimie death, that would glad⸗ 
ly haue eaten and ſwalowed vp Chꝛiſt, 
that he hath ſo wonderfally taken away 
the ſtrength from death, that a pwze 
w2:etched man map ousrcome death, x 
beſides that, may mocke and laugh him
